These mo- 
vies will be translated into 24 dif- 
ferent languages and sent around 
the world.

Housing Staff In 
Big Bond Drive 


Employees of the San Francisco 
Housing Authority have gone over 
the 36 percent mark in their drive 
to purchase $56,250 in War Bonds 
during the current Mighty Seventh 
War Loan Drive, it was reported 
today by G. A. Millar, chairman. 

Mr. Millar pointed out that the 
$20,404.75 in Bond purchases so far 
represents the cost value of the 
bonds, and not the face value. Of 
this total almost $9,000 is in pur- 
chases above regular. payroll de- 
ductions for bonds, Millar said. 

“Most excellent cooperation has 
been given me by everyone con- 
cerned,” Mr. Millar said. “On the 
first of April, 211 employees were 
participating in bond payroll de- 
ductions; now there are 358 buying 
bonds in this manner.” 

Mr. Millar said an outstanding 
job of organizing and managing 
the bond sales in their own units 
has been done by Boyd Simmon 
and Harry Glover at Ridge Point, 
and by W. J. Shull at Navy Point. 
He also praised George Hutchinson 
for the work in his area. 

Employees of the Housing Aue 
thority are aiming at the purchase 
of eight amphibious trucks, which 
cost approximately $7,000 each, 
through bond investments.

Infirmary To Gare 
For Convalescents 
After Operations 


Residents of the housing projects 
at Hunter’s Point and nearby areas 
may now be brought to the Navy 
Point Infirmary for care immedi- 
ately following operations in local 
hospitals, it was made known yes- 
terday. . 

Mrs. Alma Gravem, head nurse, 
pointed out that the plan would 
free a considerable number of beds 
in the hospitals, while giving the 
same care to the patients. A gradu- 
ate nurse is on duty in the infirm- 
ary at all times, and instructions 
of the physician on any case 
brought in would be followed care- 
fully and intelligently. Regular re- 
ports would be made to the phy- 
sician. 

Virtually all patients who have 
just been operated upon require a 
certain amount of hospital care be- 
fore being up and about again. 
These patients, while their recov- 
ery must be watched, it was ex- 
plained, now occupy space needed 
for more urgent cases in the hos- 
pitals. This space and care can be 
provided by the infirmary. 

Mrs. Gravem said the infirmary 
is now running at approximately 50 
percent of capacity—the highest 
point of operation’ since its open- 
ing. The infirmary is operated by 
the San Francisco Public Health 
Department. —
